In Hie Tinted States it will be fought by those 
Americans who are terriiied of any world activ- 
ity on the part of this cinmlry, "on principle"— 
nr perhaps, more truly, on tradition and a re- 
fusal or inability lo analvxc tin: facts of mod- 
ern conditions. 
In Kurope i t will doubtless be 


lioslik'ly received by liiumeial centers accustom- 
ed lo the powers and emoluments of banking 
control, who -will object lo a shift in the eslab- 
iislied balance regardless of the healing ell'ecl tho 
proposal might have upon the industrial and 
trade bodies upon which they exisl. They will 
regard Kuropean linance as their preserve, and 
will resent any American poaching. 


Hut neither of these obvious reactions goes 


to the merits of Ihe plan proposed by Senator 
Owen. They will be f r u i t f u l of conflict, but in 
tin- 1'mal tlecisic;i they oughl not to count. Essen- 
tially they are the products of selfishness and ig- 
norance1, and are unworthy of- consideration as 
deciding motives. 
The point upon which only 


ihe proposal of Senator Owen should be debated 
is olie of practical resnlls--resu!ts in the way 
of resloraiion of Kurope. and of political CORSC- 
lUirLH'CS in Hie relations between this country 
and others. 


The proposition is one that breaks new 


ground in finance, at least in American finance. 
AYluU will be Ihe remote consequences of mak- 
ing a physical connection between the commer- 
cial finance of this country and Kurope is hard 
to see. 
H is a question for experts, and until 


the experts have canvassed the plan and ex- 
plained their conclusions lay opinion will have 
Jilllc to go upon. 
Hut this much can bo said 


as background for whatever trend American 
opinion in the matter may fake: it is lo our ad- 
vantage, as it is our plain duly lo civilization, 
to do what we safely may lo put Kurope buck 
on its feel. 
Civilization across the Atla'nlic has 


its hack lo Ihe wall, and if .cannot go down with- 
out disastrous eonscquencc-s lo Hie United Stales.
